The Government Muddle 


Still Remains Unsettled. 


MINISTER WILLIS JSOT LIKELY 


TO USB FORCE 


In the Bertoratioa of the Queen to 


Her Throne. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.— The close secrecy 


maintained by the state department on tiae 
Hawaiian affairs makes It difficult to 
Judge how much that Is printed Is true, 
and how muoh speculation. The requests 
for information grow more and more Im- 
portunate, but without result No word 
baa been given by authority up to this 
time as to tbe actual instructions to Min- 
ister WilHs. 


Much that has bten published on the 


•abject is speculation and surmise and 
made up by inference. It- is sometime* 
possible to corroborate so much of a sur- 
mise as happens to be aoourately made. 
Readers of these dispatches-Ion the subject 
can reasonably rely upon §h* accuracy of 
tbe statement that Minister Willis is in- 
structed to use all hlspowernof persua- 
sion to induce the provisional government 
to content to retire in favor ot the queen. 


He will try; to induce the queen to grant 


amnesty to all tbe revolutionists and will 
aeek to induce members of the present 
government' to accept office- under tbe 
queen, but he will not employ any force to 
secure the attainment of bis purpose with* 
out. f||rthex instructions from this govern- 
ments 
. - : . : . - , 


A point of interest is: Has President 
Dole yielded to the persuasions of tbe 
United States minister, or bus he stood on 
his rights ilkd refused to yield without the 
use of force ?, 


• From those who are in touch with the 
White House comes the intelligence that 
the administration i» disappointed that the 
conscience ot tbe country has not been 
awakened to sympathy with the act which 
fa claimed by the administration to be one 
of justice and fairness. 


Prepared For Trouble. 


There hns also crept into the department 


of state a feeling of doubt as to whether 
the provisional government will yield so 
readily to the mere suggestion of the 
minister of the United States a* was 
hoped when he was dispatched to Hono- 
lulu. It is learned that tbe forces of the 
provisional government, 'though small, 
are well organized and disciplined and are 
most of them sharpshooters. , 


It is said that there are UQOO picked men 


provided with arms in Honolulu and en- 
rolled in drilled companies. They have 
been trained for two months past as a 
safeguard against royalist; uprising in the 
island*, since it was realised that the pro- 
visional government ' must depend on its 
own resources without hope of aid from 
tbe United. States. 
These companies are mrfde up of white 


men hugely, and their morals would prove 
excellent. KUtbtern rapld^ira {Tttui are in- 
cluded in tbe tniHtia equipment, the arms 
being Winchester rifle*. This force would 
b« superior to what 'the men-of-war at 
Honolulu could put pn shore. But no one 
seems to believe that any resistance would 
be made should the marines actually be 
land.d. 


It is now pretty well understood that 
Minister Willia ia instructed not to land 
marines and adopt a policy of force, but 
to confine himself to a conciliatory policy. 
There is not near HS much faith as there 
was a week ago tbat A conciliatory policy 
will avail to induce the provisional govern- 
ment to yield to tbe restoration of the ex- 
queen, and there is excellent authority for 
saying tbat there has never has been any 
intention of continuing aid and support 
to IiUiuokftlani after her restoration. Tbe 
conciliatory attitude toward tbe provi- 
sional government it was hoped would in- 
duce it to sustain the restored queen. 


GneaclneM at Washington.. 


The possibility that Minister WIll|§may 
not be able to carry out the protpjpt of 
peaceable restoration of the queen Kid the' 
amalgiimation of the provisional govern- 
ment with h«r administration makes all 
Interested in the movement ill it ease. 


It is realized at the state department 
that the restoration movement would be 
tar more popular if It is accomplished 
Kith the seeming acquiescence of the pro- 
visional government and If the members 
of that government endorse it by entering 
the queen's cabinet.

of the situation from Hawaii la awaited 
by the government with m»re interest 
than ; the general public, for it4eel* that it 
has more at stake thau is supposed. 


The Evening Star says: "In anticipa- 


tion of the condition of affair* which 
would arise should the provisional govern- 
ment give Mr. Willit* hi* passports, tbe 
administration adopted the extraordinary 
course of providing him with an independ- 
ent authority 
to command the naval 


force* of the harbor of Honolulu. Under 
ordinary rule* Of international law Mr. 
Willis would not be minuter if hi* pass- 
ports were given him by the provisional 
government and fee would have no 
authority to call oa the naval forces of 
tbis<eountry for any purpose whatever. 
"To guard agaiust this contingency or- 


ders to tiie commanding officer ot the 
naval forces were given him, signed by the 
President of the United State*, directing 
the commanding officer to obey any 'or- 
der* coming from M*.

Sergeant Rosette of division 1 arrived in 
Beaton at 10:30 o'cioolr last night from 
Chicago, having in custody Antonio Sacco, 
wanted in this city for the murder of 
Jamas Squires on Webster avenue, North 
End, on Sunday evening. May 3d 


Since escaping from the city Sacco has 


been all over the country in his effort* to 
escape the polio*. He bait lost considera- 
ble flesh, and ha* grown a full beard. 


Tbe police have received private informa- 


tion which leads them to believe tbat the 
great Italian secret .organization. La 
Mafia, intended to take a band in tbe 
affale, although the suspect* did not in- 
troduce themselves in any way. 


Before leaving Chicago an Italian of that 


city went to Captain Cain and Sergtant 
Bosetta and told him to keep a sharp eye 
on tbeir prisoner on tbe way home or they 
would be in danger of losing' htm. He 
could say nothing more definite, but tbe 
warning was heeded.

Waning Was Tlsaslr* 


They left Chicago at 2:80 o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon over the Nickel Plate line, 
and reached Foatorla, O., without incident 
of any kind. It was midnight whan it 
touched that place, and tbe first man to 
board the train wa* the chief of police of 
tbat city. 


He introduced himself to the Boston 


officers, and told them tbat he called on 
them for the purpose of. putting them on 
their guard against a gang of Italian* who 
bad boarded the train, and who, while 
waiting for it to arrive, bad been talking 
of rescuing the prisoner, wb,o wa* being 
taken to Boston. 
The Ita^an* were not long in putting in 
an appejiranoe. Six of them filed into the 
smoking car in which the prisoner and hi* 
guardian* */t, and after they had fettled 
upon a plan of some sort; one of tbe crowd 
walked by to the seat occupied by the 
party bound for Boston, and said in Italian 
to Sacco: "What part of Italy are you 
from?" 
1 'Naples," responded Sacco. 


Police Acted Promptly* 


The stranger wa* about to propound an- 
other question when the captain pushed 
him to i be other end of tbe car, ordered 
his companion* to 'go with him and took 
charge of the train for tbe time being. He 
ordered them not to address the prisoner 
again, and his commands were obeyed, al- 
though with but poor grace. 


The officers had tbeir revolver* ready in 


case of trouble, and the trainmen had been 
armed, but there wa* no demand for tbe 
active use of their shooters. Ttte gang 
waa-closely watched on the train all night, 
•nd left the oar at Buffalo without mak- 
ing^iny further trouble.

by other evidence in the povMaskw of tbe 
officers, leaves no doubt in'tbeir mtniis 
that a well founded, plan to rescue tb* 
prisoner bad been made, and tbat it might 
bave borne fruit but for tB* timely warn- 
tax which th*y received and tb* prepara- 
tions which they made.

WITH HER SPJSED. 


Bhe Bailed W*U in Spite of Bad 


Weather. • 


BoflTOK, Nov. IT.—The U. S. S. Colura- 


bta started from Boston yesterday morn- 
ing to have -lier trial trip. Tho weather 
was stormy, and before she had covered 10 
miles of her course she was forced to re- 
turn to port. 


Tbe vessels whibh had been placed in 


position to mark the course dragged their 
anchors, making it Impossible for the new 
cruiser to distinguish the way prepared 
for her. 
The crew of the Columbia spent Wednes- 


day preparing for the great trial of speed. 
They got the specially tnlned coul from tbe 
bunkers and placed It in position near the 
furnaces; The picked men, who were se- 
lected to fire during the run, were given a 
day of absolute rest, so that they were in 
perfect condition to do tbelr utmost. 


The anchor of the Columbia was weighed 


at 8 o'clock. A good breesse was blowing 
then, but Mr. Cramp decided to have the 
trial and headed the ship for Thatchers 
island. The rim down wan made ut a 
good spet d, and as the ship near id the 
U,'S. B. Dolphin, which marked the start, 
she was steaming A good 20 knots. 


Gave tbe Vires * CUanc*. 


But the fires nuder tbe boilers were un- 


satisfactory, and before Mr. Cramp would 
consent to start Over the course the ship 
took n wide aween to windward to allow 
the fires to get in good aonditiou. Tho 
wind bad been* increasing in velocity all 
the time, and was now blowing 30 miles 
an hour. But she hud it well on the quar- 
ter as she bore down ou the Dolphin n nee- 
opd time, and her mighty engines were 
sending her through, the water fit a trine 
over a2 knots an hour. 
At 10:45 Captain Sargent gave the en- 


gineer tbe bell for full speed, and the 
Columbia sped pnst. the Dolphin. The 
three «ngin«fl were making 130,188 and 133 
revolution*, respectively, and the ship 
trembled under the mighty strain. About 
three miles beyond the Dolphin tbe little 
tug Iwana marked the course, and post 
this tbe Columbia dashed at 10:51. 


Tbe ship's speed wns now 29 3-4 knots. 


The U. S. 8. Kearsnrge was the next buoy 
to pass and bee spars were clearly visible 
right down to leewarik Tbe Columbia 
was 'fast {Dithering speed. She steered 
straight fqrr tbe old ship ahead. 


* Declared OB. 


The Kefurstirito was within a couple of 


mile* when Captain Sargent discovered 
she had lost her position, in the course. 
He then found that tbe Columbia was 
some two miles off the straight course, 
owing to having headed directly for tbe 
Kenraarge. When Mr. Cramp heard it be 
communicated the fact to tbe naval board, 
and the trial was declared off. 
The Kearsarge had been unable to hold 


her anchorage, owing to the strong wind, 
and had dragged a conple of miles to lee- 
ward. 


• The Columbia headed for Boston in the 
teeth of a gale. A big sea was running 
and the ship was wet fore and aft. Mr. 
Cramp says' the trial Will occur when the 
wind abates, probably on Saturday. 


Mr. Cramp gave a startling piece of in- 


formation A» to the speed the ship attained 
at her preliminary trial. 
The 
official 


•peed published «b that Mine was 22.87 
knots, but now it is known that the last 
seven knots of the course were covered at 
a rate of sp«cd equal to H4 1-3 knots, 


Mr. Cramp stated that he was satisfied 


with the ship's benitvior up to the time of 
her giving up the trl al. lie believed she 
would have made a remarkable run.

Yeaterday. 


DRIFTING. GUIDES INTERFERED 


WITH HER SPEED. 


3be Bailed Wall , la Spite of Bad 


Weather. 


BOSTOV, Nor. IT.— The U. & S. Colara- 


bia started from Boston yesterday morn- 
Ing; tfr haw her trial trip. The weather 
was stormy, add before she bad covered 10 
mile* of her course she was forced to re- 
turn to port. 


Tb0 vessels whloh bad been placed In 


pftsttton to mark the course drugged their 
anchors, making It Impossible for the new 
cruiser to distinftulah the way prepared 
for her. 


The crew of the Columbia spent Wednes- 


day preparing for the great trial of speed. 
They got the specialty rained coal from the 
bankers and placed it In position near the 
furnaces. The picked men, who were se- 
lected to flrs durtuH the run, were given a 
day of absolute rot, so that they were in 
perfect condition to do their utmost. 


The anchor of the Columbia was weighed 


at 8 o'clock. A good breeze was blbvvlnft 
then, bnt Mr. Crntnp decided to haVo the 
trial and headed the ship for Thatcher* 
island. The ran down was made at a 
Rood speed, aud as the ship neared the 
tf. 8. 9. Dolphin; which marked the start, 
ah* was steaming a good aO knots.

But the ffre« tinder the boilers were un- 


satisfactory, and before Mr. Oramp would 
consent to start ovejr the course the ship 
took a wide aweeo to windward to allow 
the fires to get in good condition. Thb 
wind bad Men Increasing In Velocity all 
the time, and wan now blowing 90 miles 
an hour. But she bad it well on the quar- 
ter as she bora down ou the Dolphin a. sec- 
ond time, and her mighty engines were 
•ending her through 'the water at a trifle 
over 23 knots an hour. 


At 10:45 Captain Sargent gave the en- 


gineer the bell for full speed, and the 
Columbia sped post the Bolphlu. > The 
three engine*, were making 139, 138 and '138 
revolutions, respectively, and the ship 
trembled under the' mighty strain. About 
three miles, beyond the Dolphin the little 
tag I wan* marked the course, and past 
this the Columbia dashed at 10:51. 


Thejahlp's speed wan now 23 3-4 knots.

Clerk Savage of the police court tells me 
that in the four months ending Nov. l,and 
covering July, August, September and 
October, there were 1870 oases before the 
police court, which is a greater number 
than for the six months preceding, by 
nearly 000 cases.

Do you suppose that a soldier who gave up 
$4000 a year to enter the Southern aimy, 
who served for five years without a day's 
absence or furlough, and went tbroucb the 
worst encounters as artillery man with the 
First Richmond Howitzers in < abell's Bat- 
talion, would get discouraged even at the 
loss of bis sight? No, I have still the cour 
age of my voutntul days to face the world, 
its trials "and adversities. He 
related 


to the writer the part he took at the coro- 
nation ceremonies of George XY of England 
of William and Adelaide. He also took a 
leading part in tbc musical exercises In 
connection with the coronation of Her 
Majesty Qaera Victoria. 
A native of 
London, he was a favuJrtte throughout tbe 
kingdom with tbe best musicians wad the 
most distinguished lovers of his art. Hir 
favorite instrument wa« the violoncello, 
bat he was also a vocalist and gntfoatetf 


with high honors from the Royal colleee ot 
music taking a king's scholarship for emi- 
nent talent. He was musical editor of a 
magazine published by Chapman & Hall, 
the publishers of Dicken's works at that 
time, and there he made the acquaintance 
of Mrs. Crawford, a writer for tbe maga- 
zine. The words of Kathleen Mavourneen 
first appeared in tbe magazine and while 
Prof. Crouch was on horse back one day 
he kept humming the song until the lay 
which has since touched so many hearts 
became fixed In bfs mind. When he got

He came to this country in 1841 and 


when the war commenced he was prompted 
to espouse the southern cause by the mur- 
der of Jackson, the hotel keeper at Alex- 
andria, Aid., by tbe forces under Col. Ells- 
worth.

FORT HILL PARK. 


SCHEME TO SWINDLE THE CITY 


OUT OP $200,000. 


Project That Should be Rejected — It 


Would So Increase the Tax Bete That 
Industrlen Would be Deterred From 
Coming Here. 
The movement to have the city purchase 


the syndicate land in the vicinity of Fort 
Hill park is one that should be opposed by 
taxpayers. 


It was submitted to a popular -vote a few 


years ago and was overwhelmingly defeat- 
ed. It has come up year after year ever 
since, but this year the men who are be- 
hind it are exerting all their Influence to 
foist their scheme upon the city council. 
The syndicate proposes to Ret as much 
from the city for their swamp land as 
would pay three times over for good land 
outside the city. Tb? amount asked is 
about $200,000, while the land is actually 
not worth more than $25,000. 


The city cannot afford to embark in 


such a venture. If a new park is wanted 
by the city there is plenty of suitable laud 
to be had cheap a little further out in the 
suburbs where a. park ten times as big can 
be purchased for one quarter the amount 
asked for the syndicate park land. 


The methods adopted by the men who 


are behind this scheme can be judged by 
their conduct at the public bearing on the 
question when they insulted decent men 
who appeared tbere to remonstrate against 
the scheme. Tbere are 400 large taxpayers 
who oppose the project and behind them 
are 50,000 people who do not want to see 
the city swindled. A mood park can be 
secured in Indian Orcbard or in any oth«>r 
outlet of the city at a reasonable expense 
and will serve the public quite as welt or 
better than the swampy land at the foot of 
Fort Hill. 
It would take a vpry large amount to 


put this land in shape to serve as a park. 
The city cannot afford to contract ne&less 
debts that will so increase the tax rate that 
manufacturing concerns will not come 
here. The city council should promptly 
reject the proposal to purchase the land 
adjoining Fort Hill park.

MICHAELi IS PROMPTLY SET AT 


LIBERTY. 


Because Evidence Was Insufficient to 


Hold Him. 


BOSTON, Nov. W.—There was a surprise 


for those who atteode i the preliminary 
trial in tbe Toole poisoning case in South 
Boston yraterday, for at tbe conclusion of 
the testimony of Mluhiel Toole ha was 
discharged from custody by the court, 
upon the recommendation of Isaac Paul, 
counsel for the govern meat. 


It was nearly 10 o'clock when Judge 


Fallon got his regular moruing work 
cleared away in the district court and WHS 
rwudy to begin tbe hearing in the Toole 
case, to decide whether there was sufficient 
evidence for holding Michael and Stephen 
Toole, or either of them, for tbe grand 
jury, on charge of murdering their mother 
and sister. 


After tbe lawyer* for the government 


and tbe defense 
bud done the u«ual 


•mount of preliniinHry sparring, Michael 
A. Toole was called to the witness stand. 
He looked pi«le. 
After answering the 


nsunl questions us to his name, a^e, em- 
ployment, etc., it* tol t about his connec- 
tion with the d>u< firm of Carter, Carter 
& Kilhaiii, which terminated a year ago 
last August. Sine* then he bus worked 
in several places,* and has called at the 
Washington-street drugstore many times 
on buslufcfS and to »se tbe clerk with 
whom be was formerly associated. 


Bough* Cyanld« of Putasilum. 


The last time he remembers calling 


there was between five and seven wt>eks 
ago, when he boug >t a quarter of a pound 
of cyanide of poi asylum of a clerk named 
Charles Adams. He testified tbat Adorns 
asked him wa at he wan going to do with 
the poison, aud his answer WHS that it was 
to lie used to kill insects. Then he took 
the poison home and gave it to his sister 
Mary. It WHS in a tin box, anil she made 
a s dutlon in a Dickie bottle. A few days 
before he bought tbe poison, Michael said 
be went to the store of Carter, Cnrter & 
Kilhnm and asked for it of another clerk, 
who refuseil to srll the dru« for tue pur- 
pose required. The cyanide of potassium 
was finally purchased at the instance of 
Mary Toole, and with money furnished by 
her. 


Michael then told the story of bis doings 


on the d«y of the murder*, in answer to 
questions by Mr. Paul, while Michael J. 
Creed wntehed hint and once m a while 
made au objection. During the forenoon 
of th« day, Michael said, he was in tbe 
city on some errands and returned home 
at about noon. He could not retuemb-r 
what members of tbe tannly he saw upon 


• his return. After dinner he went down 


cellar, whore he was busy fixing SJUIB 
boardu tit the windows until about 4:30 in 
the afternoon. 


After ttupper iu the evening be was <>ent 


after the bottle of porter by bis mother, 
and upon hta return he left it in toe 
kitcticii without having aeeu any one open 
It. Tti« next tbiug thxt happened was 
wbvu be heard cries and fouud his mother 
and Mister had b, en poiioueJ. At tbe con- 
clusion of this testimony the court ordered 
tu* discharge of Michael Toole oa the 
charge of murder. 


Mury Toole'a Testimony. 


Mary Toole was next called to the stand 


and began her testimony concerning the 
purchase and use of the cyanide of potas- 
aium. The last time she saw tbe bottle 
her brother Stephen had it, on tbe day of 
the murder, and she saw him empty its 
contents into a pail at about 11 o'clock in 
toe forenoon of that d iy. The pail was 
partly full of water nvbau S'ephen poured 
tbe solution into it, and witness did not 
know that there was any more of the 
poison in the house, except in tbe box 
which Michael purchased at tbe store of 
Carter, Carter & Kilhnm. 


Later in the duy, witness saw Stephen 


empty tbe contents of the pail into tbe 
sink. Perhaps Stephen might have put 
eome ot the solution on, some bedsteads 
to kill bedbugs, during tbe day, but wit- 
ness did uot see him. 
In regard to the 


poison left in the box in tbe dry state, 
witness saw her mother put it into a 
trunk, and no one connected with tbe 
household had seen it since. 


During tbe day of tbe murder witness 


did not bear a quarrel between Stephen 
and bis mother or any other members of 
the family, and did not have one with him 
herself. In regard to the occurrences dur- 
ing the evening of the murders, Mary told 
practically the same jgory as has been told 
by all of the membuis of the family since 
tbat time.Patrick's Testimony. 


The next witness called was Patrick 


Toole. Patrick said he had not been at 
home during Wednesday after 7 o'clock 
iu the morning. He returned at about 
10.80 libs. He went home then because 
hie youngest brother went for him to 
where be was spending 
the evening. 


Patrick's testimony regarding the alleged 
trouble between himself and Stephen was 
considerably different from that of previ- 
ous witnesses. 
He denied having any 


words with Steve on the Monday previous 
to the deaths. He did not accuse Steve of 
taking his pocketbcok. 
So far as hie 


knowledge went he did not notice any of 
the family around after 11 o'clock that 
Bight. He was not aware of the presence 
of cyanide of potassium in the house at 
lay time. He heard nothing about poison 
!• Wednesday evening. 


Knew Nothing About Poison. 


Joseph F. Toole, the youngest of the 


Are brothers, followed Patrick. He is 18 
yean old and ie employed at the state 
MUM ae messenger to Governor Russell. 
Oa Wednesday morning Joseph left home 
M about 8 o'clock, returning at about 6. 
Bad hie aupper soon after. He aaw hie 
mother, father, Minnie and Stephen in 
Afferent parta of the house. The latter 
me in the kitchen.

BosTOH, Nov. 18,—John M. Wasbburn, 


ex-treasurer of the Old Colony Railroad 
company, died at his home at 520 Beacon 
treet, yesterday, at the age of 78 years. 
Mr. Washburn was treasurer of tbe Old 
Colony road up to Sept. 28 last, when a 
meeting of the directors was held and 
President Choate made the announcement 
tbat an investigation revealed the faot 
tbat he was some 169,000 short in his ac- 
counts, and the office was declared to be 
vacant. 


It is probable that the shock from this 


exposure lead to Mr.Waehburn'e death, for 
up to that time he had been held in high 
esteem in the community *"d by the rail- 
way company which he served He knew 
tbat the blow was coming, and had spent 
10 much energy in worrying over it and in 
trying to place himself right that orn the 
day tbe announcement wan nude he was 
too sick to beswn by any one at hie home, 
and it wae stated at the houee that he bed 
then been confined to his room for eome 
days. 


Since then he has not recovered, and 


when four suits were recently brought 
against him by the company to recover 
the amount of hie alleged shortage, tbe 
shook probably caused a relapse, which, 
owing to his advanced years, he wae un- 
able to withstand. 


Mr. Washburn was a native of Liver- 


more, Me., where he was born in 1830. 
In 


addition to having held the office of treas- 
urer of the Old Colouy road for 43 years, 
he was the treasurer of the Old Colony 
Steamship company and of the Union 
freight line. His son, who lives at home, 
was also employed in the Old Colony 
offices as a clerk, and other members of 
his family who survive him are a widow 
and one daughter.

Dies on German Soli. 


GftATZ. Nov. 18.—Prince Alexander of 


Bnttenberg, formerly prince of Bulgaria, 
died here yesterday. 


Prince Alexander of Batten berg, ex- 


prince of Bulgaria, was born April 5, 1857, 
the second son of Prince Alexander of 
Hesse by bis morganatic marriage with 
the Countess von Kauok. Prince Alex- 
ander served his apprenticeship to the pro- 
fessor of arms in the Russian service, and 
took part in the BUSKO-Turkish war ot 
1877-78. Subsequently he was transferred 
to the German army, holding a commis- 
sion in tbe Imperial Life Guards. In 
1879 


he was chosen Prince of Bulgaria by tbe 
assembly of the notables at Timova. 


In 1885 events forced a collision between 
Bulgaria and Servia, In this short and 
sharp war Prince Alexander proved 
him- 


self: aa admirable commander, winning a 
series of brilliant victories over the Ser- 
vians. Tbe result of his success was tbe 
union of the two Bulgarias under his rule. 
This moved the auger of the czar, who 


Sid nob wish to see Prince Alexander too 
powerful a potentate, and a series of in- 
trigues was set on foot against him from 
St. Petersburg. On tbe 20th of August, 
1888, a military revolt, instigated by Rus- 
sia, forced Prince Alexander' to abdicate. 
He was taken a prisoner to Russian soil, 
but bis subjects clamored for his return, 
and he was restored to tnem. 


His experiences had satisfied him, how- 
ever, that ha oould not rule in Bulgaria, 
eave with the consent of Russia, und he 
formally abdicate? the throne and retired 
to Germany, where be passed the re- 
mainder of his life. His elder brother is 
the husband of Princess Beatrice of Eng- 
land.

PrMsantlons of No Avail. 


Notwithstanding all these precautions 


it has been demonstrated tbat the house 
may be entered without the knowledge of 
the guardians. 
It has been discovered 


that some person, or persons, possibly a 
crank, has entered the green room, where 
visitors are uot allowed except with a 
guard in attendance, and slashed the fur- 
niture with a knife. 
Great slashes in the 


form of a cross have been cut into the 
beautiful satin upholstery, and other acts 
of vandalism upon the furniture have been 
committed. 


Whether this was wanton vandalism, 


with no other object In view, or whether 
it was done by some crank as a warning or 
threat ugaiost tbe president, is not knowu. 
The supposition is that the cutting uf 
crosses in the furniture is intended as a 
threat, such at* senders of bloodthirsty an- 
onymous letters convey by cross bones and 
bloody skulls.

AND MEANS OF BELIEF,

Tho following from an eminent) physician 


found in an exchange may- prove valuable, 
and it is especially interesting because in 
part it controverts some generally received 
ideas, as, for instance, those of "getting in- 
to a good sweat" and "covering the feet up 
warm." He sayss 


When the first symptoms manifest them- 


selves is the time for action, and this should 
consist of a hot mustard footbath before 
going to bed and H hot draft of milk. 
The covering of ,the body should to linen 
and wool—the former in the way of the 
sheet, and the latter in tho blanket. No at- 
tempt to get up an active sweating should 
be made. The footbath and the warm 
drink will give a sense of warmth andifa- 
cilitato the natural excretion of materials 
which should pass away by the skin, and 
any effort to aggravate this will be not only 
superfluous but harmful. 


The blanket should never be worn next 


to the night robe, and should not be so 
thick as to confine the nir next to the body. 
It is indeed often advisable tQ lighten the 
coverinjj of the feet, and to preserve a cer- 
tain amount of weight over the loins, and 
to have the shoulders protected from the 
external surroundings in general. The last 
measure is not to be underrated, A sensi- 
tive lung carries with it susceptibility to 
take to itself everything that could possibly 
affect it to its detriment. Lung diseases 
belong to sensitive persons, and may or 
may not be the sequence of 0, cold. The 
majority of them, however, can be traced 
to imprudence, in dregs and exposure.

and the green lights a distinctly bluish 
tlugc. In this way the difference between 
signals could be readily made out by al- 
most all tbe color blind.

SOMETHING ABOUT CRANBERRIES 


PVMKZN8 AND OTHER PLANTS. 


BnjrUah Wedding Cake—What 


tikes—Fancy Pen Wiper—Crawling Rugs 
—Silver and Cbtua. 
Here Is a famous Hew York caterer's re- 
cipe for roasting the Thanksgiving bird: 
When the bird is drawn, washed and wiped 
dry, chop its liver fine with two shallots. 
Stir these a little in a buttered pan over the 
fire to cook the liver, and then mix with a 
pound of sausage meat and about three 
dozen chestnuts cooked whole; stuff the 
turkey with this, truss nicely, and roast 
two hours or more. Dish tbe turkey, witb 
gravy made in the usual way with a dozen 
roasted chestnuts stirred in. Serve with 
cranberry Jelly. 


To cook the cranberries add a teacupf ul 
•f water to a quart of berries and put them 
•ver the fire. After cooking 10 minutes, 
add 2 heaping cupfuls of sugar and cook 
about 10 minutes longer, stirring them^of- 
ten. Pour them Into a bowl or mold, and 
when cold they can be removed as a jelly. 
Should you prefer that most appetizing 
arrangement, boiled turkey, with oysters, 
try the following, by which even an ancient 
fowl will be rendered tender and juicy: 
For a good sized turkey take 25 large 
oysters and cut them into small pieces. 
Stir them witb a quart of bread crumbs, a 
tablespoonf ul of chopped parsley and one of 
butter, a teaapoonf ul of sweet mar jorum and 
pepper and salt to taste. Stuff the bird and 
truss it carefully. Rub it all over with 
lemon juice to whiten the skin, flour a 
cloth, tie the bird in it and put into a ket- 
tle of boiling water. Cook it very slowly, 
allowing half an hour to each pound of the 
turkey's weight. Serve with oyster and 
celery sauce. 
For the pie which graces every well regu- 
lated Thanksgiving board, the following is 
a good recipe, though, as to sweetening and 
spices, it must be said that these points are 
largely a matter of taste and family tradi- 
tion: Fare tbe pumpkin and take out the 
seeds without scraping the inside, stew and 
strain through a sieve. To every quart of 
milk add 5 eggs, and stir the pumpkin into 
the milk and eggs until of the proper consist- 
ency. Sweeten with sugar or tha best syrup; 
molasses makes it too strong. Add some 
salt, powdered cinnamon, powdered ginger, 
and the grated peel of lemon. Bake in a 
hot oven. 
, 


English Wedding Cake. 


The English wedding cake is made iu 
'tiers, each tier of cake being topped by a 
thick layer of almond paste, or marzipan, 
as it is called. Here is a London recipe for 
marzipan: One pound of ground almonds, 
one pound of fine sifted loaf sugar, the 
whites of two new -laid eggs and a few 
drops of essence of almonds. Mix the sug- 
ar and the ground almonds well together, 
then add, little by little, the whites of the 
eggs beaten to a froth, until the mixture 
assumes the appearance of a stiff paste. 
As some eggs contain more white than 
others, a little less than the whites of two 
is sometimes sufficient, for the paste needs 
to be quite firm. Make it up into a thick 
block, and let It dry very slowly in a mod- 
erate oven.

cut wherein the Lesser Bear is shown as 
swinging round the polar star in different 
positions. Sometimes the lines of direc- 
tion will be vertical, sometimes inclined, 
bat all retaining their relative positions. 
' The "pointers" of the Great Bear indicate 
the polar star in the Lesser Bear, and we 
can roughly estimate the distance between 
the pointers at five degrees. This will give 
us the distance between the pointers and 
tho polar star a* 29 degrees. By following 
an imaginary line through the two north- 
ern stars of the Wagon (the Bear) away 
from the Horses, we shall find Capella 
about ISO degrees tar Ay. 


It we pats from the first star next the 
Wagon of "Charles' Wain" to the pole star 
and past it, we shall arrive at nn irregular 
W. This Is Cassiopeia, about na far be- 
yond Polaris as tho Bear is below it. When 
the latter ia low, tne former is at the zen- 
ith, and scion. 


A line drawn from the pole star through 
the end star of the Great Bear leads to 
Arcturus. A line taken from Arcturus for 
about on equal distance will, with the pole 
star, make a triangle with Vega. The po- 
lar star may be called the apex. 
Keguius may be found southward by 
drawing a line through the first two stars 
of the square i& the Bear (opposite the

pointer*). From Vega, almost opposite the 
pole ftfcar, and through it about twice as 
faraway on the other side, la Sirlus, a bril- 
liant "sun."

From the pole »ta* through Capella, paw- 


ing between Betelgeux and Ballatrix, we

on a fine evening, if (he observer will mark 
them upon a piece of paper, placing the pole 
atar in the center, he will be able to add to 
hi* etar map very rapidly. 


fneombaetlbte W»h For trail*. 


Stake Moue lime ia a large tub or barrel 
with boiling Dot water, covering the tub or 
barrel to keep in all the steam. When thus 
alakcd pasa 8 quarts of it through a fine 
sieve. It will then be in a state ot fine flour. 
Now, to 6 quarts of this lime, add 1 quart 
of rook salt and 1 gallon of water. Then 
boil the mixture and skim it clean. To 
every 5 gallons of this skimmed mixture 
add 1 pound of alum, one-half pound of 
copperas, by slow degrees, and three-quar- 
ters of a pound of potash and 4 quarts ol 
fine sand or hickory ashes sifted. 
The National Builder, which gives this 
recipe, supposes tbat any kind of hardwood 
ashes will an>»« as well as hickory, and 
says this mixture will admit of any color- 
ing matter you wish, and may be applied 
with a brush. It looks better than paint 
and is as durable as slate. It will stop 
small leaks in a roof, prevent the moss 
from growing over and rotting the wood 
and render it Incombustible from sparks 
falling upon it. When laid upon brick 
work, it renders the brick impervious to 
rain or wet. 


A Novel and Slanple Fir* Frotcotor* 


Fire and Water states that one of the 
cheapest, simplest and most efficient de- 
vice* for the protection of shingle roofs 
from fire is being introduced in some cities. 
It consists of nothing more than a water 
yip* running along the ridgeboardef the 
•oof and connected with tho water service 
•f the building. The roof pipe is perforated 
at short intervals, so that at a moment's 
notice the roof oan be flooded and rendered 
Impervious to sparks and blazing frag- 
ments blown from burning buildings in 
the neighborhood. The device is at once 
so simple and effective that one wonders 
why its introduction was not coeval with 
that of water mains and hydrants. 


In Madagascar and Australia—The most 


Remarkable 
Weapon* — Tbe Cobra's 


Jewel-Beer ia the Civilised World. 
The group of cat*, wild and domestic, 
constitute one of the most natural and 
closely allied families la the whole animal 
kingdom. They are so remarkably alike in 
structure, although varying much in size 
and color, tbat zoologists at the present 
time consider them as constituting what 
they term but one genus or group, to all 
the animals in which they give the scien- 
tific name of Fells, the different animals or 
species composing it being each distinguish- 
ed by a second or specific name. 


The characters of the animals ot the cat 
tribe arc strongly marked. They are the 
most purely carnivorous of all quadrupeds. 
They feed in the natural state on warm 
blooded animals, which they themselves 
have killed, one species only, an Indian 
kind, preying habitually upon fish. They 
may be regarded as the very type of de- 
structive flesh eaters, being furnished with 
tha most complete and powerful mechan- 
ism for the capture of living animals. 


Cats, large and small, are to >e found in 


every part of the world except Australia 
and Madagascar. The largest are confined 
to the tropical regions Of the globe, the lion 
being common iu Asia and Africa. The 
tiger ia exclusively Asiatic and, contrary 
to the usual belief, is even larger than the 
lion. So closely are these two animals re- 
lated that their skulls con hardly be dis- 
tinguished from -one another except by a 
very skilled anatomist. 


The next largest of the group la the 


leopard, a native of both Asia and Africa. 
The leopard is frequently termed the pan- 
ther and regarded as n different r.nluial, 
but there is no veal distinction between the 
two. Tho purnn, which is sometimes, but 
erroneously, called the panther in the 
United States, and the Jaguar are the 
largest of the American species. 


The lynxes, which are common to the old 


world and the new, are distinguished by 
their short and stumpy tails. Their habits, 
however, and structure are otherwise ex- 
actly like those of the ordinary cats. The 
different species of the wild cats that 
exist in various parts of the world raise 
tho total number of the whole tribo of 
telidm to rather more than 40, according to 
the naturalist who is authority for the 
foregoing. 


Tbo Mott Xiemarknbl* of •Weapons. 


It is singular tbat the most wonderful of 


weapons should have been the rebult of the 
ingenuity of the very lowest type of human- 
ity—the Australian aborigine. Another 
strange fact is that, regardless of years of 
practice, the white man docs not become on 
expert in tho uso of the boomerang. 


The boomerang is tho simplest of all 
weapons. It is mnde of hard, tough wood: 
curved—not in the form of the segment of 
a circle, but in the form of a parabola. A

A branch grown at about that angle is also 
good. A good boomerang may be cut frotii 
a board of hard pine, observing the proper 
angle. It in cut flat below, and slightly 
convex on the upper surface. 
All boomerangs are not alike, nor are 


they all mnde for the same purpose. Some 
are intended aa play thingaf others for hunt- 
ing and fighting. A typical boomerang is 
19 inches long from tip to tip, 2K inches 
wide in its broadest part, one-half inch 
thick and weighs B% ounces. 


A native can do almost anything with 


his national weapon, and in such hands it 
is greatly to be feared. A man or animal 
behind a tree, rock or house, where perfect- 
ly secure from bullet or arrow, cannot es- 
cape the boomerang when, thrown by an 
expert. 


Even when thrown to a distance of 200 to 


800 feet, which a native does with ease, it 
returns to the feet of the thrower unless it 
strikes something in its flight. But when 
aimed at something, so sooa as it strikes 
that object, it either falls or assumes an 
entirely different flight, but does not re- 
turn to the thrower. The foregoing in re- 
gard to this curious weapon is gleaned from 
an interesting account of It ia Popular 
Science News.

The Cobra's Jewel. 


We all have heard of the jewel situated 


in the head of a toad—in fact, Shakespeare 
allude* to it, saying, "Which like the toad, 
ugly and venomous, possesses yet a precious 
jewel in its head." 
In India there is a common superstition 
to the effect that the jeweled cobra, a most 
poisonous reptile, can never be found with- 
out its precious stone. The natives assert 
that as sooa as a cobra loses its stone or has 
it taken away ifc,eventnftlly dies a lingering 
death or commits suicide. 
The Electrical World tells of an investi- 
gation into this matter of the "cobra's 
jewel," which led to the discovery tbat the 
cobra, while young, makes a search for a 
phosphovescent pebble, composed probably 
of barium sulphide, which upon being 
slightly heated resembles tbelight emanat- 
ing from the female firefly. This be lays 
upon the ground immediately in front of 
his mouth, and as the winged insects ap- 
proach they become an easy prey to this 
most venomous reptile. 


Beer In the Clvtllxod World. 


Some notion of tho enormous consumption 


of beer in the civilized countries of the 
world may be gained from the fact that 
last year no less than 3,000,000,000 gallons 
of beer were imbibed in Europe alono. A 
foreign journal says: Germany of course 
headed the list of consumants with 1,051,- 
000,000 gallons, Great Britain being a good 
second with 665,000,000. Third came Austria 
with 800,000,006 gallons; while France and 
Belgium were "bracketed fourth" With 
820,000,000 apiece. Denmark "tails" the list 
with a miserable 145,000 gallons. Of extra 
European, countries the United States of 
course comes, first, with an annual con- 
sumption of 600,000,000, Australia taking 
second plaoeat S3,SOO,OOQ. The above figures 
of course represent round'ntittiWrs.

HOW HEADACHE IS PREVENTED 


FROM RECURRING. 


Superior Treatment for Burnt—Art for 


Amateurs—China Decoration*—Striking 
Designs. 
"Since civilization began, if not sine* 
time was born, women have been the slaves 
of a viewless bat powerful monster whose 
shadow can darken the whole of heaven 
till it patlaeB—a monster known as the head- 
ache. And it Is but recently that it has 
been found possible in some degree to com* 
bat its power." 
Harper's Bazar, just quoted, says, con- 
cerning: some forms of this affliction, that 
a headache as frequent as any is caused by 
undue strain upon the eyes, by the presence 
of astigmatism and supersons!tiveness and 
by their incessant use in bad light. This is 
to be attended to by the oculist, although 
more care in the habit of using the eyes 
does much to relieve the trouble. 


Tho headache which seems to be rheu- 
matic and is the result of exposure to 
cold or draft or sudden changes is best 
treated with hot applications, hot water 
bafts and gentle friction at the place of 
pain, which readily relieve it for a time. 
But when the pain is persistent, keeping 
up its sharp torment day after day, the 
physician's oversight is required. 
There are many ways of easing the 


nervous and congestive headaches. 
Per- 


haps the best wny is not to have them*— 
that is, by undertaking no more than the 
strength is equal to, by not wearing one's 
self out with too perfect or too laborious 
housekeeping, with too much care or study 
or work of any kind, by dismissing anx- 
ieties, by bathing, by living in sweet 
and fresh air and by taking sufficient 
sleep. Another and often on easier way is 
through tho nervouq effect of the various 
pheaacctine and caffeine and bromide pre- 
parations that the physician prescribes-with 
moro or l&s hesitation. 


Although it is not possible at^the time 
that the headache is on in full force to 
make much movement, an almost sure im- 
pediment to its frequent recurrence is to bo 
found in easy physical exercises which 
•will call the blood from the dilated vessels 
of the head to warm the hands and to fill 
tha arteries in tho legs and arms and main 
body. A toucher of gymnastics con best 
avail here, but in the absence of such there 
are simple movements easily made which, 
if undertaken daily and continued for some 
time, will be of great use—the circular 
swinging of the arms extended crosswise, 
the raising and bending of the legs alter- 
nately and stretchIDR out first one and then 
the other horizontally in front whilcstand- 
ing on the other and swinging it in a circle, 
clospiug th6 hiuidb behind tho hcud and 
leaning over sidewise to rightaud left. All 
this, pursued reasonably, will take but a 
few momenta morning and night jKid will 
oblige the blood to forsake tbd head veaaels 
and thus give those time to assume their 
normal condition and do much to prevent 
the habit of congestion. 


Superior Treatment Vov Bums. 


If a person hns been burned by the cloth- 


ing catching lire, rernovo tho cloihing as 
soon as possible, talcing care to keep the 
burned surface drenched with tepid water, 
and be sttre nob to drag upon the injured 
skin in such a way na to pull it off, as it is 
the best possible protection for the tender 
flesh beneath. When the clothing has been 
removed, keep tho burned surface covered 
with cloths wrung ou.t of soda water, made 
by dissolving a teaapoouful of soda in a 
pint of water. This is an effectual method 
of treating burns, and it is far superior to 
the old dreaain« of carron oil, a mixture of 
linseed oil and limo water, bays Boll's 
Journal of Health. 


To Traee a Ball In the Body. 


Professor Keen says that the Entrance and 


exit of a ball from a gun or revolver can 
often be determined in the following man- 
ner: When the ball enters the body, it is 
black with grease and powder, and on strik- 
ing the* skin this is wiped off, and there- 
fore leaves a dirty black mark on the skin, 
and being clean when it comes out it does 
not leave a. mark.

STEEL SHIP FOR THE 
SOUND. 


Steamer City of Lowell to be Launched 


at Bath Next Tuesday. 


BATH, Me., Nov. 17. The steamer City 


of Lowell, the latest and finest addition to 
tbe Norwich & New York Transportation 
company's line, to be launched here Tues- 
day next, is a steel vessel, 230 feet over all, 
08 feet extreme breath, and will draw 13 
feet when loaded. 


She will have two triple expansion en- 


gines of 4500 horse power, developing a 
speed of not less than 20 miles per hour. 


The dining room, kitchen and smoking 


rooms will be on the gallery deck; also 35 
double staterooms. On the saloon deck 
there will be 81 double-berth state rooms 
and 25 large rooms with brass bedsteads. 


The social saloon will be on the after 


main deck, and just aft of that will be the 
ladies' cabin, containing six double-berth 
staterooms and 27 free berths. 


About 200 feet of the main deck will be 


devoted to freight. 


The lower decks forward and aft will be 


devoted entirely to free berths, there being 
90 forward and 102 aft. 


The ship will be lighted throughout by 


electricity, having two independent plants 
of 700 lamps. There will be a big search 
light on the pilot house. Her cabins will 
be finished in white and gold. 


Steam will be furnished by six boilers of 


the Scotch return type, built for a pressure 
of 10 pounds. 


The boat will be ready for service the 


latter part of the winter. 


The City of Lowell was designed by A. 


Carey Smith, of New York, and built un- 
der his supervision at the Bath Iron works 
and is the first merchant vessel of steel to 
be sent from a Maine yard.

TO BRING WARD FOUR .IN A DI- 


RECT LINE WITH CITY HALL. 


An Interview With P. O'-Hean-n Who 


Wants the Board of Tfad* to Farther 
a N«,w Rapid Transit Flkn. ' 
Last Tuesday evening at tbe Board of 


Trade after the members of the board 
and tbeir Invited speaker, Mr. Cummings, 
bad finished tbeir arguments 
fpr and 


against tbe charter, and after resolution 
asking for an elevator at the depot bad 
been passed, Mr. P. O'Hearn, a member, 
offered a resolution praying that Worthen 
street might be extended from Fletcher 
street to a point near the Franklin school, 
adding tbat it would be a much needed im- 
provement. 


Not much attention was given tbe mat- 


ter at the time, owing, probably, to the 
lateness of tbe hour, yet the chairman ap- 
pointed a committee to investigate the mat- 
ter which will be brought up at the next 
meeting, in a few weeks. 


"Is that extension a much needed im- 


provement?" was asked Mr. O'Hearn by a 
SUN reporter, yesterday. "One who stands 
at Frank)iu school and gazes in the direc- 
tion of city hall, would immediately agree 
that it Is," answered he, "for the proposed 
extended street is to make a more direct 
route from city hall to Ward Four, and no 
better route could be picked out." 


Mr. O' Hearn then expressed bis views 


of the project somewhat as follows: 


"Residents of Ward Four, and'merchants 


and business men whose affairs necessi- 
tate a wagon or carriage in that particular 
part of the city feel greatly tbe need of 
such a street, for the street in front of tbe 
northern depot 
is almost continually 


blocked, and is dangerous, and wjll be so 
as long as two grade crossings are allowed to 
remain there. These hindrance to travel 
together with the great distance is suffic- 
ient to make a respectable amount of 
citizens earnestly favor the scheme. 


**Then, the UPW street, for the greater 


distance will be through unoccupied land, 
which will thus be brought into the market 
and taxed white the city and the land 
owners will be benefltted. The land there 
has been idle for some time and will be 
probably in future unless this new street 
creates a demand for it, increasing at tbe 
same time its value. 
''Again the street itself. Tbe greater 


part in fact nearly all of the money re- 
quired to build it will be paid out to labor- 
ing people who will build it. Of course 
material will cost something, yet some 
people will get employment and a living 
for the winter." 


"As yet, no reason why tbe proposed ex- 


tension should not be put through, has 
been presented." 


"Tbe committee appointed by the board 


in their report will probably 41 ve tbe lines 
of the proposed extension, which are as 
yet undetermined." 


However, according to Mr. O'Hearn's 


plan, It will be comdaratlvely easy to define 
such a street. 
Once over tbe railroad 


track as he suggests the land Is clear of 
obstruction and no trouble, anticipated. 
The road may come out at a point on Mid- 
dlesex street just beyond tbe school, or by 
a slight deviation may be brought out just 
at the junction of Middlesex and Branch 
streets. 


Where to begin will be the question. 


Directly across from the corner of Worth- 
en and Fletcher streets or farther up 
Fletcher street. 
Wherever it begins no 


more than one or two buildings will 'be cut 
through and it is doubtful if the owners of 
them will raise serious objections, in Mr. 
O'Hearn's opinion. 
That the new extension wttl necessitate 


another grade crossing, may be an objec- 
tion raised. 
Even so, the one crossing on 


the proposed street would be less danger- 
ous and bothersome than tbe two on Mid- 
dlesex street, and perhaps a bridge may bo 
thrown over the tracks, doing away with 
any crossing, as the tracks are consider- 
ably lower than the end of the'present 
street. 


The last consideration is the canal which 


must be bridged. A comparatively easy 
matter in the construction of the street.

DRIFTING 
GUIDTCS INTERFERED 


WITH HER SPEED. 


3he Sailed Well in Spite of Bad 


Weather. • 


BOSTOX, Nov. 17.—The T7. S. S. Colum- 


bia started from Boston yesterday morn- 
ing to have-ie'r trial trip. The weather 
was stormy, and .before she had covered 10 
miles of her course she was forced to re- 
turn to port. 


The vessels which hod been pluced in 


position to mark tbn course drugged tlielr 
anchors, making it impossible for the new 
cruiser to distinguish the ivny prepared 
for her. 


The crew of the Columbia spent "Wednes- 


day preparing for the yreut trial of speed. 
They got the specially twined conl from the 
"bunkers acd pliiced it in position near the 
furnaces: The picked men, who were se- 
lected to firo duriuft the run, were given a 
day ol nbr.oiute rest, so that they were in. 
perfect condition to do their utmost. 


The nnchor of the Columbia was weighed 


BtS o'clock. A good breexa \Vfl3 blowing 
then, but IVIr. Cramp decided to Imve the 
trial nnd headed the ship for Thatchers 
inland. The rnn down wns made at a 
f;ood speed, and as the shin ucarad the 
T7. S. S. Dolphin, which marked the atart, 
she was stenmlng a good 'M knots. 


Gavo the Fires a Cuniice, 


But the fires under the boilero were un- 


satisfactory, and before Mr. Cramp would 
cocsent to start over the course the ship 
took a wide sweep to *whidWAnl to allow 
the fires to get in good condition, Tho 
v.'ind had been" incrensiop: in velocity all 
tae time, and was now blnwiug 30 miles 
en hour. But she-had it well on the quar- 
ter as she boro down, ou the Dolphin a yec- 
cnd time, and her mighty- engines were 
Bendirvs; her throuph the water at a trifle 
over 22 knots an hour. 


At 10:45 Captain'Sarfc-ent gave the en- 


gineer the bell for full speed, aud the 
Columbia sped pnst. the'Dolphin/' The 
three engines were making 139, 138 and 133 
revolutions, respectively, 
nnd the ship 


trembled "under the"mighty strain. About 
three miles bsyond the Doiphiu the little 
tug Iwana marked the course, and past 
this the Columbia dashed at 10:51. 


The ship's speed WJis now 23 3-4 knots. 


The U. S. S. Kearsarsc was the next buoy 
to pass and her spars were clearly visible 
right down to leeward. The Columbia 
was "fast gathering speed. She steered 
straight for tbe old ship ahead. 


"* " DeclHrsd On". 


The Kearsar^e was within a couple of 


miles when. Captain Sargent discovered 
she ha'd lost her position in the course. 
He then iound that the Columbia WHS 
some two miles oil the straight course, 
owing to having headed-directly for the 
Kcarsarge. When Mr. Cramp heard it he 
communicated the.fact to the naval board, 
and the trial was declared off. 


The Kearsarge hnd been unable to hold 


her anchorage, owing to the strong wind, 
and hud dragged a couple of miles to lee- 
ward. 


The Columbia headed for Boston in the 


teeth of a. gale. A big sea was running 
and the ship wos.vet for,e and aft. Mr. 
Cramp says the triiil will 'occur -when the 
•wind abates, probably on Saturday. 


Mr. Cramp gavo-a-startling piece'of in- 


formation ns 10 the speed the ship attained 
at her preliminary trial.

official 


speed publlshed-ab- that *,iine was 23.87 
knots, but now it is known that tho Inst 
seven knots of the course were covered at 
a rate of spaed equal to 1M 1-2 knots. 


Mr. Cramp stated that he was satisfied 


•with, tbe ship's behavior up to thn time o£ 
her giving up the trial. He believed she 
Tvould have mp.de a remarkable run.

WITH HER SPEED. 


3he Sailed Well in Spite of Bad 


Weather. 


BOSTOS, Nov. 17.— The U. S. S. Colum- 


bia started trom Boston yesterday morn- 
ing to have her trial trip. The weather 
was stormy, odd before she bad covered 10 
miles of her course she wna forced to re- 
turn to port. ........ ....... 


The vessels ^hieb. had been plnced in. 


position to mark the course dragged their 
anchors, making it impossible for the new 
cruiser to distinguish the way prepared 
for her. 


'The crew of the Colurnbm spent Wednes- 


day preparing for the Kreat trial of speed. 
They got the specially mined coal from the 
bunkers and placed it in position near the 
furnaces. 
The picked men, who were se- 


lected to fire durlna the run, were given n 
dny of absolute rest, so Hint they were in 
perfect condition to do their utmost.1 


The anchor of the Colnmlrfn was .weighed 


at a o'clock. A good breeza was blowing 
then, but 3Ir. Crnmp decided to havo the 
trial and headed the ship for Thatchers 
island. Tus run. down was made at a 
good speed, and as the ship ncflred the 
U. S: S. Dolphin,- which marked the start, 
she was steaming a good -iiO knots. 


Goro Ibe- Viroa n Clmn'co. 


Bafc the ffres under the boilers were un- 


satisfactory, nnd before Mr. Cramp would 
consent to start over 'the.courso the ship 
took n wide sweep to windward to allow 
the fires to get in godd condition. Tho 
wind had "been" increasing la velocity .all 
the time, flnd tvas-now blowing 30 miles 
an hour.1 But sue hfld it well on the quar- 
ter as she tora down on the Dolphin a sec- 
ond time, nnd her mighty engines were 
sending her. through the water at a trifle 
over -2 knots an hour. 


At "10:45 Ciiptnib Sargent gave the en- 


gineer the bell for full speoJ. and the 
Columbia sped post the Dolphiu. • The 
three engine** were making 139, 133 and 13B 
revolutions, respectively, and the ship 
trembled rindef tu'e'rhighty strain. About 
three miles, bsyond tha Dolphin the. little 
tug Iwaaft marked the course, and post 
this the Columbia dashed at 10:51. 


Thenship*B speed was now 23 5-4 knots. 


The U. S. S. Kett'rsarge wns the next, buoy 
to pass and her spars were clearly visible 
right down to leeward: ; The Columbia 
was' fast gathering' speed. She steered 
straight for the pld ship ahead. 


~ -^ .. Declared Off. 


The Kesrtnrge was within a couple of 


miles when Captain Sargent discovered 
she had" lost her position in tine course. 
He then found .that. the Columbia was 
some two miles off the straight course, 
owing to having 'headed directly for the 
KeorreargV. --"Wben Mr. Cramp heard It he 
communicated the fact to the imval hoard, 
nnd the trial was declared off. 


The Kenrsarge hnd been unable to hold 


her 'anchorage, owing to the strong wind, 
arid had drugged a couple of miles to lee- 
ward. 
'The Columbia headed for Boston in the 


teeth of a gale. A big sea was running 
and the ship was wet fore and aft. Mr. 
CSramp'says'tBertriHr will 'occur wlien the 
wind abates, probably on Saturday. "

State Inspector John F. Murphy of this
